' A mother of a young: girl recently 
wrote me, in considerable anxiety: "Do 
you think it should bo necessary to 
massage the face of a young girl still 
in her teens? 
My daughter of 17 al- 
ready has a most wrinkled brow, and it 
fs most embarrassing, because the child 
docs not worry, and I do not know what? 
to do. Is the massage habit perfectly 
safe to start at that early age?" 


I believe that this mother is seek- 


ing only R. superficial remedy. Massage, 
properly manipulated, Is not harmful, 
yet I scarcely believe that it would go 
to the root of the trouble in this case. 
Wrinkles around the eyes and forehead 
when they come normally, corne slowly, 
as a result of the gradual experiences 
and concerns of adult life. When chil- 
dren have these lines at an early age It 
IK caused by one of two things: Tha 
child may have t*he common habit of 
-wrinkling its forehead and eyes, for no 
other reason than nervousness. 


The only cure Is to teach the child to 
exert Us will to refrain. 
Do not speak 
to her about It frequently, for after a 
while the repetition of the "Don't wrin- 
kle your forehead" becomes so monoto- 
nous and irritating that no attention Is 
paid to the warning. 
Quietly bring a 
hand mirror and place it before her, 
-where she can see herself, and she will 
quickJy emooth out the wrinkled fore- 


head of her own accord. 
Teach her 
the counteracting habit of gently mass- 
aging her own forehead with her finger 
tips, rubbing outward from the middle 
of the forehead. This will In time grad- 
uaUy Bmooth out the tiny furrows. 
However, the wrinkles may not alto- 
gether proceed from the nervous habit. 
The cause may be more deep-seat'ed. In 
many cases it is due entirely to eye 
trouble. 
Children are allowed to read 
In the wrong light or they pcrsiat in 
reading through the twilight hour In- 
stead of immediately getting info a good 
artificial light as soon as daylight goes. 
worse yet, these premature wrinkles 
are caused by improper glasses or lack 
of them when necessary. 
Oculists say 
that It is the most difficult part of thalr 
task to fit children with 
eyeglasses. 


Therefore as soon as the child seems to 
havo trouble with its eyes, complains 
of headaches or is seen frequently wrin- 
kling the eyes. It should be taken to a 
first-class oculist and glasses obtained. 
Moreover, it should be watched, for it 
may bo necessary to have new glasses 
Riled from time to time, as the needs 
of tlie eyes change. 


If this Is not taken care of promptly, 
the eyes will not only be weakened, thus 
Injuring th,e general health of the child, 
but they begin to squint, and wrinkles 
and furrows appear around the eyes and 
the upper part of rhe face. 
; 
Do not always rely on the superficial 
remedies to cure a. malformation or de- 
fect. 
Remember that there is tisnally 
an Inner cause and this must be nrst in- 
vestigated and attended fo.

And 
one is filled with thrills that follow 
one another In rapid succession as 
he reads of Hernung's theft of tho 
newly resignd hovering aeroplane 
made by Pauline's really truly lover. 
The German spy and thief is bold, 
daring and crafty, and to punish his 
one-time mistress KO arranges his 


theft that at the same time he kid- 
naps tho 
hlgh-so-uled, 
loyal 
and 


brave lad, Bawne. Their trip across 
England and over the North Sea is 
a fine bit of description, and their 
final tumble Into the sea and res- 
cue 
aa exciting as 
reality. 
The 


treatment tho English lad receives at 
the hands of his captor, and the way 
he Is made to accompany the Ger- 
man aviator on some of his most 
daring flights reveals tho dastardly 
•results of the German 
method of 


education of Its soldiera. 


The book Is written by a devout 


Catholic and there are several un- 
usual touches in the book, such as 
Pauline's visit with her lover to the 
Sodality of the Blessed 
Sacrament 


for prayer ere he leaves for a dan- 
gerous flight 
across 
the channel. 


Even the Protestant will appreciate 
these Teachings out 
of the heart 


after God and realize the strength 
and courage that come from such 
communings. 


Bawne, 
of course, ultimately ts 


rescued and returned to his sorrow- 
ing parents, the German kidnaper 
died the death he deserves; Pauline, 
after confession 
of her sin to her 


lover, is happily married to him, and 
so tho book ends joyously. It is a 
novel far above the average, writ- 
ten by a keen observer and able de- 
lineator, and, presumably. It gives 
a faithful picture of the people and 
time It describes.—G. W. J.

Yvelte Guilbert Tells 


"How to Sing a Song"; 
"The Lure of Music* of' 
Interest to Record Users. 


Of equal value to Lilll Lehmann's 


"How to Sing," and of a wonderful 
poetic quality in addition! is the vol- 
ume, "How to Sing a Song," which 
is just from thb pen of Yvette Guil- 
bert.' That busy artiste should find 
time and 
Inclination for the con- 


struction of literature Is, in general 
perhaps, surprising. But from Mme. 
Guilbert nothing is surprising. Does 
not all of the world exclaim with 
Jean Richepin: "Mais cette Yvette 
cst done une artisto miraculeuse!" 


Miraculous she assuredly is as an 


artiste. 
She is an artiste not only 


of the voice, but of the expression, 
and as such, and 
because of the 


voice which has earned her golden 
way. she has 
won to high place 


among those who really know. 


Now comes she with a book which 


shall make 'easier the path of those 
who follow her art. 
Clayton Ham- 


ilton might have spared his Intro- 
ductory inclusion of "she is not ac- 
customed to write books, nor does 
she aspire to any literary laurels." 
The volume is a literary gem. 
It 


breathes the typically French atmos- 
phere, which means delicacy, grace 
and expressiveness, 
and 
assuredly 


those are qualities of the highest lit- 
erature. 
It is, by the same token, 


bound to be of almost as much In- 
terest to the general reader as to 
the vocal aspirant. 


Art with Yvette Guilbert very ap- 


parently is a religion. She extracts 
its religious essence for the perfum- 
ing* of her whole work. Her major 
premise, that Art Is Love, Is quickly 
succeeded by its corollary, so Illum- 
inative of Mme. Guilbert's concep- 
tion of the breadth of song that It 
demands repeating: 


"The singer of a song should be 


able to sing with the voice of a 
child, the voice of a. boy, of a girl, 
of a young man, of an old man, of 
a brutal man. of a sweet woman, 
of a priest, of a soldier; his voice 
should have all the colors necessary 
to express all human feelings, all 
the thousand shades of human emo- 
tions, of human joys, of human sor- 
rows, of human perplexity .all the 
colors necessary to illuminate the 
words of a text." 


You see, it is well rounded, amp- 


ly human equipment that she de- 
mands of the singer, and throughout 
her book she makes It apparent that 
none other will be accepted. 
Yet 


the book Is not quite so academic 
as this might suggest. 
Early the 


author makes a distinction between 
the special vocal technique neces- 
sary to a singer of songs and that 
of an operatic singer. 
Beyond pre- 


liminary 
studies of text and 
the 


creation of atmosphere she comes 
to an absorbing study, of the tragic 
and 
comic'j and 
their 
expression 


through the most plastic of all arts. 
The too much coddled cult of "eu- 


, rhythmic expression" 
Mme. Guil- 


bert finds necessary to consider and 
she makes It, for once, quite sane 
nnd practical. 
Thero Is much else 


In the book of evident value to the 
vocal beginner and to her as well 
who is quite advanced beyond her 
novitiate.—R. H. D.

why so standard a publisher should 
have come (o Issuing cloth-bound ad- 
vertisements.

derground" by H. D. 
Trounce Tells of Little 
Known Phase of War- 
fare. 


All Americans have learned much 


more about war during the past four 
years than they evor knew before, 
not on!y because of our entry Jnto 
the great war, but because new and 
improved—which means more awful 
and demructlve—methods have been 
followed in this war than ever be- 
fore. We all know something of war 
In the trenches, on the water, and 
in the air; but fuw are aware'of the

Importance of 
our 
warfare

The allied 
engi- 


neers found early ln the war that 
the Germans had Initiated vast un- 
derground systems under the allied 
trenches, that they blew up with 
high explosives with startling and 
fearful frequency.

ter-tunne!ings and minings, which, 
of course, soon developed into their 
taking the offensive.

"Last year in the battle of Messlnes 
the British launched their first big 
attack by firing a large number of 
mines below the enemy trenches, 
using charges of

fifty tons In each mine and explod- 
ing them al! at the same moment,

•which the Infantry go over the top. 
Very close to a million pounds of a 
remarkably 
high 
explosive 
wore 


fired at the same Instant by the en- 
gineers on this front." Think of it!

, To most readers tho history of 
California (that Is tho Golden State 
•of the United States), begins with 
the recital of tho founding of theso 
Missions. 
But few realize how In- 


separably 
connected 
this 
historic 


movement Is with the earlier his- 
tory of the Missions of tho Jesuits 
on the peninsula of Lower Califor- 
nia, 
This fact. Is powerfully stated 


by Henry Morse Stephens, tho elo- 
quent and popular professor of his- 
tory In tho University of California, 
In his Introduction to Charles K<\- 
ivard 
Chapman's 
"Pounding 
of 


Spanish California," a work to which 
I wish to call especial attention later 
on. In this he says; 


"There aro two romances which lie 


back of tho consciousness of Cali- 
fornia pride In the State of Califor- 
nia, one is the romance of Spanish 
exploration 
and 
settlement, 
tho 


other Is tho 
romance of tho gold 


diggers. The first romance has been 
twined around tho name of. Father 
Junlpern Sorra and tho history of 
the Francl.sciui missions in A Ha Cali- 
fornia. 
Mission 
architecture, mis- 


sion furniture, the study of mission 
sites, and the restoration of mission 
buildings all bear witness to the sin- 
cere desire of the modern residents 
In California to seek a common in- 
terest in fa least one side oC the 
Spanish settlement of Alta Califor- 
nia. 


For some years, one of the most 


popular demonstrations of the Inter- 
est felt 
in the Franciscan missions 


has been the success of the San Ga- 
briel Mission Play, which has been 
witnessed 
by 
thousands, 
and has 


stirred the sensibilities of the casual 
tourist as well as of tho resident or 
tho 
native 
non. 
Celebrations 
In 


honor of Don Gasper do Portola, the 
Spanish captain 
o£ dragoons, who 


led 
the 
first 
expedition 
by land 


northward 
from 
San 
Diego, have 


been held in San Francisco. 
The 


study 
of 
California history, intro- 


duced Into 
the 
California schools, 


among the new settlors of the south, 
as well as among1 tho descendants of 
the pioneers in tho north and cen- 
tral parts of the State, has, hitherto, 
always begun with tho story of tho 
Franciscan 
missionaries. 
And yet 


tho establishment of missions Is but 
an episode 
In 
the 
Spanish settle- 


ment, of 
California, 
and 
a 
new 


school 
of 
California historians is 


arising, and is attempting to cover 
the story of tho Spanish settlement 
In a more thorough fashion and to 
show the forces that lay behind the 
movement of New Spain into Alta 
California. 


Tho publication of Doctor Chap- 
man's hook 
IB an 
evidence of tho 


new spirit with regard to the foun- 
dation of Spanish California devel- 
oped among younger historians. All 
earnest students of California history 
acknowledge tho enormous debt of 
gratitude they owe to Mr. Hubert 
Howe Bancroft, for the treasury of 
Information with regard to Califor- 
nia brought together In his colossal 
v.-ork. 
Mr. Bancroft undertook tho 


task 
of 
writing California history 


upon a stupendous scale. 
He real- 


ized 
his 
opportunity. 
Seeing that 


California was first brought to civili- 
zation through New Spain, he col- 
lected sources of Information, not 
only upon tho history of Alta Cali- 
fornia, but also upon Central Amer- 
ica and Mexico. 
The, large way In 


which he conceived hia work left to 
the gathering of the unequalled col- 
lection 
of 
primary sources which 


now forms the glory of the library 
of the University of California. 
All 


was grlat that came to his mill, and 
he absorbed such great collections 
of material as the Squier Collection 
on Central America, and the library 
of the Emperor Maxmillan. 
Profes- 
sor Langlois of Paris, tho recognized 
master of historical bibliography In 
an article published so long ago aa 
1831 in tho Revue Universttalre, un- 
der the title of H. H. Bancroft et 
Cie'l drew the attention of European 
scholars to the remarkable work ac- 
complished by Mr. H. H. Bancroft. 
Mr. Bancroft was not a native son 
of California, but came from Ohio, 
and yet It Is to him that California 
historians owe their greatest debt of 
gratitude. 
Professor Langlois won- 
ders at the grandeur of the Ideas of 
this bookseller and publisher, with- 
out academic training, who conceived 
the possibility of collecting all the 
accessible sources on the history of 
California civilization, and who then 
formed an 
organization 
not unlike 


that of old Magdeburg Centuriatora 
In the sixteenth century in Europa 
to collate and Interpret them. "Mr. 
Bancroft and Company," to translate 
the title of Langlois' article, brought 
forth thirty-nine large volumes ot 
Pacific coast history, based upon his 
own collection of original sources. 
This is not the place to criticise, 
even if the desire existed, the stu- 
pendous work of Mr. H. H. Bancroft, 


and, as the years go by, the value of 
his vast collection is being more and 
more appreciated. Every generation 
writes its own history of tho past, 
and modern historians may not agroa 
with all Mr. Bancroft's views, espe- 
cially 
with 
regard 
to 
tho attudo 


taken upon certain phases of Spanish 
and Mexican-California, but the col-' 
lection of sources that he made will 
be forever the mine in which future 
California historians must dig for 
information. 
To tho same epoch of 


historical composition, belongs tho 
History of California by Theodora 
II. Hlttell, published in 18S5. an ad- 
mirable 
book 
composed 
upon 
a 


smaller scale than that of Bancroft's 
more elaborate work, and confined 
more strictly to the history of Alta 
California. 
These remarkable books 


were representative of the period in 
which they woro written, and both 
Of them laid a considerable amount 
of emphasis upon the Spanish settle- 
ment of California. 
But historians, 


like histories, get out of date, and 
new men arise to take up the task 
of Interpreting tho past where their 
predecessors 
left off. 
Among 
tho 


more recent histories, especial weight 
should be laid upon the books of Mr. 
Irving B. Rlchman, whose California 
under Spain and Mexico appeared In 
1911, and of Mr. Koeth S. Eldrldge. 
are real contributions to a knowl- 
edge of tho early history ot Cali- 
fornia. 
But more remained to be 


done; for however wide reaching-had 
been Mr. 
Bancroft's net, ha had 


failed to gather 
in 
all the sources 


upon tho mmanllc history of 
tha 


Spanish settloment of California. It 
was known that vast quantities of 
material were preserved In the great 
collection of public records known 
as the "Archive General de Indias" 
at Seville in Spain. Here has been 
collected all the official correspond- 
ence 
from 
Spanish-America with 


Spain. 
Mr. Bancroft had obtained 


copies of some of the most necessary 
documents, but it was quite certain 
that hidden 
away 
and 
unlndexed 


among the masses 
of state papers 
there 
must 
be many more 
that 


would explain In detail the settle- 
ment of Spanish California. 


17. O. MAKES READY. 


The difficulty that presented Itself 
was how to prepare students ot Cali- 
fornia history to work among these 
great stores 
of official documents, 


and how to maintain them during a 
residence at Seville. The University 
of California made ready to under- 
take the task by calling to its fac- 
ulty 
an 
acknowledged 
master of 


modern history. 
Professor Herbert 
E. Boltpn, y.-'io had done admirable 
work 
In 
the 
University of Texas, 


who had made himself familiar wltn 
the treasure houses of Spanish docu- 
ments in Mexico, and who had fin- 
ished his well known "Guide to Ma- 
terials for the History of the United 
States in the Principal Archives of 
Mexico," was the very man to train 
California 
historical 
cholars. 
His 


wealth 
of 
knowledge of Spanish- 


American history, together with his 
practical experience in dealing with 
Spanish official documents, made It 
possible to deal adequately with the 
materials preserved In the Bancroft 
collection, and to prepare for further 
Investigation at the fountain head In 
Spain. At this moment, came provi- 
dentially most generous aid from the 
local California society, devoted to 
the study of California history, and 
i rganlzed aa tho Order of the Native 
3 ons of the Golden West. 
At 
the 


critical moment, when a school of 
young California historians was fore- 
shadowed 
In tho work of Professor 


Bolton, the Native Sons of the Gol- 
den West came forward with a. sub- 
sidy of $3000 a year for the main- 
tenance of Traveling Fellows, who 
were to reside In Spain and devote 
themselves to a search for documents 
on the history of Spanish California. 
The first fruits of their generosity 
are to be seen in Doctor Chapman's 
volume, to which this is a general 
introduction. 
Other 
volumes 
are 


now In hand, and during the next 
fo.w years a series of monographs on 
the early history of Spanish Califor- 
nia may 
be 
expected 
which 
will 


supplement the historical work ac- 
complished by such pioneers as Ban- 
croft and Hlttell, and by such mod- 
ern 
historians 
as 
Rlchman 
and 


Eldredge. 


"It is now time to turn to the ac- 


tual contribution 
made 
by Doctor 


Chapman to the history of Spanish 
California. It has already been said 
that the attention of the people of 
California with regard'to their Span- 
ish predecessors had been at first 
almost entirely devoted to the Fran- 
ciscan missions. 
Not until the pub- " 


licatlon of Mr. Eldredge'a book had 
sufficient weight been laid upon th& 
fact that the Portola expedition and 
the foundation of the missions would 
have had 
but 
little 
effect If this 


movement had not been followed up 
by the Amza expedition, which re- 
sulted In the foundation of the Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco in 1776. 
But 


behind the wmeditlons of both Por- 
tola and Ania, lay a long story of 
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British 
empire, and 
furiously 
re- 


sented the onward movement of tho 
Australians Into Mew Guinea of the 
Anglo-Indian statesman into Afghan- 
istan, and of tho great omplro build- 
ers, lllsa Goldie. and MacKinnon, and 
Cecil Khddes, in Africa. 
Spain, in 


America, could not stand still so long 
as the road was open, any more than 
JtUM^Ia, In Siberia.

Cook; and Spain felt that she must 
protect the entire Pacific coast, if 
she was to maintain the monopoly 
ot the Pacific ocean Itself.

strations ot -devotion and ability ever 
shown In San Francisco has been made 
by the women who stood bolt upright 
to the needs of the Influenza epidemic. 
Many women who have never before 
done any work of any kind volunteered 
for service and were put to Jobs that 
would mako breaking rock look easy by 
comparison. Girls who had been driving 
for the Red Cross learned what It really 
means to drive In an emergency. For 
many months they havo gone 
n.bout 


looking trim and tailored, simply but- 
toned up In tho best looking uniforms 
that clever fingers could devise. 
Two 


hours In the morning, a lilg bite out 
of tho middle of the day for a luxurious 
luncheon somewhere, an hour or two In 
the afternoon for service, a very Infre- 
quent call at night, and that was about 
aa "driving" as it was to drive for the 
Kert Cross. 


But when the Influenza hit the town 


It speeded up tho work—It meant on 
the job.every minute of tho time—it 
meant no sleep, Infrequent food, run- 
ning into virulent little Johnnie. Germ.i 
In tencmenta, taking tho stck to hoa- 
pltnls, doing chores In homos ivliera 
sickness had laid low tho motlior .-iritl 
the children must bo carried off.

Tho epidemic had Its fangs removed. 
The workers were having time to rest 
and catch up with themselves.

Hir 
days were not yet clear enough to per- 
mit of visiting them at home. Mother 
cast an appraising eye at daughter and 
noted the tired little lines and began 
the mother talk which all daughters 
recognize. 
Then suddenly she gasped 


with amazement and said, "My dear, 
look at the under sldo of your sleeve— 
It's a disgrace—Is that greaso on it? 
You'll havo to be sent to the dry clean- 
ers at once!"

Exhibits in New York 


New 
York has been 
refreshed 


with the new work of the big West- 
ern sculptor, Mahonri Young, 
he 


who draws his inspiration from the 
eloquent hills and sweeps of plain 
that impel expression from our Cali- 
fornia painters and sculptors. 


"His art was born in the West and 


epitomizes the West," says October 
Touchstone. 
And 
it goes 
on - to 


visualize .for us who have had only 
whiffs of the stunning creations of 
the Western giant in art thusly: 


"Tho West, 
Montana, Utah and 


Arizona, is a sculptor's land, not only 
in the individual inspiration it gives 
but because the very contour of the 
land is sculptural in quality. It is a 
vast silent statuesque country with 
remote deep-blue mountains, with 
low peaceful hills, with tawny plains 
wide and still—u. country of great 
undisturbed spaces, of simple flat 
tones with just the forms and planes 
nnd lines that a sculptor seeks to 
express in marble, stone or plaster. 


"It has the outline and space that 


great airplanes might sweep through 
without troubling the spirit of man; 
in other words, this land possesses 
the spirit that possesses the sculptor. 
The very quality of the people who 
have always lived In this part of the 
West 
is 
decorative. 
The 
Indian 


woman leading her goats across the 
plain is like a design for a Persian 
tile, the 
men 
in single file with 


horses and dogs silhouetted against 
the 
blue 
hills 
might have been 


carved on an Egyptian temple. The 
homes of the.se people either rest 
close to the mesa s=or hover Incon- 
spicuously over the plains. The man 
in their spring dances, the children 
smiling from 
the 
cesa steps, the 


cothers 
slow, 
icmoblle, 
are 
all 


sculptors' models for bronze or clay. 


"Mr. 
Young, who has made his 


sculpture, 
drawings and 
paintings 


essentially the art record of this part 
of 
the world, says of his work: 
' "Drawing- the West" 'has always 
appealed to me. I like to cope with 
its vastness. In the first- place there 
is lovely fore; a marvelous sense of 
space; color, beautiful and alive, and 
a 
normal, clean 
life—big reliefs, 


huge lithographs of pioneer days. 
I 


feel there a simple and humane art 
of living going on from day to day.' 


" 'It is a country Millet would have 


loved to Paint. 
All through this 


simple land I see subjects for Millet 
and designs for medieval Illumina- 
tors, and isolated scenes that 
are 


liko old Hindoo temple decorators. 


" 'The reason 
that this country 


links up so in my mind with ihe 
beauty of the Orient is, I believe, be- 
cause the real facts- of life are true 
always, in southwest America or In 
Persia. 


" "These Indian women plan won- 


derful color combinations In their 
simple clothes, brokn and lemon- 
yellow, green and violet, blue and 
orang-e, always the skirt one- flat tone 
untrlmmed, and the. straight Persian 
coat another. 


" 'You see P was born 
in the 


West"—(and this 
article 
for 
the. 


•time being is given, over to 
MiV 


Young that he may best express his 
own feelings about the West, his 
modelling, his painting of it and the 
Inspiration he 
has 
found 
there). 


'I never left the West until I was 
22 years old, so it meant the whole 
world to mo for many years. 


" 'Our home was in the mouth of 


Parley's Canyon. 
We lived in the 


Deseret Woolen Mills in a most pic- 
turesque house, built In early days. 
It was of adobe 
and 
formerly a 


block-house. 
When I get homesick 


it is always for this part of the Salt 
Lake valley, for the old adobe block- ' 
house, the catbird In the locust trees 
in the courtyard, the sunflowers, and 
the blue mountains forming the rich 
background. 
I go back from time 


to 
time, and 
I a mnever 
disap- 


pointed. 


" 'I never can remember when I 


did not want to be a sculptor. Some- 
one has said that "art Is dependent 
on material." 
I am certain this is 


true about my own work, for out at 
the factory I found It very easy to 
model things that interested ma In 
adobe, and. my father used to cut 
instruments out of wood for me to 
work with. The first time that I got 
my han'ds on real clay was when 
Dallin brought some to Salt Lak» 
City to model the statue of Brlgham 
Young:. I was then 20 years old. It 
was at this time that I gave my 
mother her choice as to whether I 
should 
be a 
cow-puncher 
or 
a 


sculptor; but after days of hovering 
about Dallln's work I make 
the 


choice myself 
and it was not for 


cow-punching. 


" 'I have always loved work, all 


kinds of work. I used to spend days 
in Mr. Wright's carpenter shop in 
Salt Lake City. 
He was a. real 


craftsman, arid I was the only boy 
ever allowed in the Ehop. 
I have 


never lost this love of labor, and to- 
day, if I a mtlred or worked out, I 
have only to stop on the streets and 
watch men, or to go in a shop and 
watch labor to find myself refreshed 
and my interest In my art revived. 
My love of work and the worker Js 
not sociological at all; it is a sheer 
response to an art impulse. 
I like 


what -workers do; they are the great 
people to me. I like their poise and 
balance and gestures. 
The worker 


is the essential man and 1 find him 
tremendously inspiring- to art. 


" 'In 
studying the 
paintings of 


Muirhead-Bono I fe«l a great sense 
of reality in his work and his per- 
sonality. 
He gets from the soldier, 


who is the 
great 
worker 
of the 


world today, what I have found In 
the carpenter shop, in the Navajo 
women 
goatherds, in 
the men in 


factories, in the hand laborer the 
world over. 
• 


" 'The great trouble I have always 


had is not to find subjects, but the 
multiplicity 
of interests that 
life . 


gives' one. I have learned a lot about 
work by watching Childe Hassam 
paint. 
He never worries about his 


painting1. 
He sees clearly, gets his 


vision over to his canvas the best he 
can and lets it go at that. 
He lets 


go of his canvas, in other words, at 
just the right time- His method has 
helped to clarify work for-me both 
in painting and sculpture. 
Another 


man who interests mo tremendously 
hero in the East,ls Art Young. He 
seems to me ono of the finest artists 
in America; ho is the arch-priest of 
synthetic drawing.. 
Evidently it is 


both his conscious and. unconscious 
effort to express himself with as 
little matter as could possibly carry 
his thought. 
Matthew Arnold has 


explained what 'Art Young is doing: 
when he said: "A symbol should bo 
co-equal with the thing symbolized." 
This also explained why the winged 
figure In front of the statue of Sher- 
man at Central park is an impertin- 
ence. 
The 
Egyptian 
and 
Persian 


artists made their symbols as truly 
alive as a Rembrandt head, and that 
is going some. That is where I feel 
true about Art Young. 
A symbol 


cannot be complicated and do its 
work. 


" 'Glackena is another man who 


Interests me,. 
He has such-, a tre- 


mendous Interest.in life. 
Ho is one 


of the men who, essentially Intel- 
lectual, 
with fine 
perceptions and 


rare sensitiveness, 
do not need to 


learn of anyone..' 


"After .Mr. Young left the West 


and visited various part of the coun- 
try, always with an eager mind and 
an alert eye, a fresh 
development 


naturally came in. his art.. A more 
metropolitan note was struck, and 
his sketches of women and his deli- 
cate and beautiful drawings of city 
street scenes, showed something of 
this, variation 
of 
Inspiration. 
His 


method of work and interest In hu- 
manity Is unvarying. 
Ho draws the 


people of the city, of the studio, of 
the street, 'of the slums just as he 
sees them, quite as though he had 
never lived In the West, as though 
no memory of great blue and purplo 
spaces, of classic lines of primitive 
people moving sedately through.rose 
dawns and silver twilights, were his. 


"Wherever he works, each new 


contact with life brings with it a 
fresh interest, a new Impulse In art, 
a technique born of the) occasion. 
The nude woman In the studio, the 
workman bending to the earth, the 
city laborer reading in the subway 
all are a miracle of Inspiration to 


him. It"Is always life. Itself that he 
is seeking, and every expression of 
it means beauty. 
And what we are 


accustomed to (call beauty, the elab- 
orate home, the great opera house, 
the 
rich shops, 
ultra-fashionable 


people, mundane and elegant, these 
things Mr. Young does not seek, and 
probably does not see, because they 
belong to a more elaborate civili- 
zation, and he is quite satisfied with 
nature and with the people who are 
so simple in their existence and who 
are so natural in their work and in 
their play. 


"At Mr. Young's last exhibition 


there was an Immense variety of in- 
spiratfonfi 
of mediums and 
tech- 


niques, hut in every Instance 
the 


artist was striving to express and 
explain and iddariate his Interest In 
and knowledge of the realities of 
life. 


"If he shows you a mother with a. 


child snugling close to her knee, the 
mother has the expression and the. 
gesture of the Madonna. If ho gives 
you a woman goatherd on the plains, 
that woman manifests strength and 
courage and simplicity and freedom 
from confusing detail. 


"Hlg horses of the plain are little 


horses that work, and. his men of 
the plain are often big men who 
dream." 


Perhaps wo may see something of 


this Western 
Goliath 
before 
the 


swallows come again.

for Industrial Art 


From the Metropolitan Art Mu- 


seum, through Richard F. Bach of 
the University of Columbia, a cam- 
paign Is being waged for the estab- 
lishment of good schools throughout 
the country for the study of the In- 
dustrial arts, that America may take 
her place as the producer of beau- 
tiful things In the years ahead. 


A recent leter to this department

train thousands of capable design- 
ers; we have yet to establish scores 
of well-equipped schools; -we have 
to work steadily in the direction of 
an American typo of industrial art.

has 
the 
designers, 
the 


schools, the experience, th6 tradi- 
tions, the understanding back of its 
people, its national art types. 


"When the sun of the great new 


day dawna shall we, the greatest 
Industrial 
nation 
of them all, go 


back again to receive abjectly—as 
we did before the war—objects or 
art ma.de abroad of a character that 
we can make ourselves, and so as

diate value in their work, and to 
establish between the modern Amer- 
ican industrial arts producer

Opera in English 
Again on Carpet 


In a Jet of candor tho reviewer ot 


opera and concerts for the New 
York Tribune wrote the other day: 


"The fact is.1 the New York opera- 


going public does not care a whoop 
for opera in English, but a part of it 
might very well care for little mas- 
terpieces which under present con- 
ditions are seldom or never heard." 


In general, his words are as true 


of the like public in Oakland, In 
Boston, .in Chicago, in San Francisco, 
In any of the largo cities of the 
United States. In particular, he was 
applying them to the performances 
of opera in English now in progress 
at the Park Theater In New York 
under the aut-piccs and at the charge 
of the Society of American Singers. 


To attempt opera in English Is 


usually signal for much folly, in 
public, on the part of the adventur- 
ers and for no little loss, In private, 
to tho guarantors. Tho particular 
futility of the American Singers is 
performances 
of "Carmen," 
"Tho 


Daughter cf the Regiment," 
"Tho 


Tales of Hoffmann" and "MIgnon" 
In direct competition with tho su- 
perior forces and the ampler re- 
sources of the Metropolitan. 


Except "The Talcs," with which 


Mr. Gatti haw never fared well, all 
these operas have moved stiffly and 
sluggishly, have been 
marred 
by 


Ignorant singing, forgotten parts and 
elementary acting. The experts have 
scoffed; the public has been cold. 


Of course, the American Singers 


should have continued, as they be- 
gan two years ago, with smooth, 
capable. Intimate* performances of 
opera bouffo by Pcrgoleai, Mozart, 
Donizetti,- Gounod, otherwise nearly 
unknown to our .'.'Inge. It did well 
w i t ~ i such pieces; it made a little 
nk'ie for itself In music and in the 
theater; it filled it well. 


Then someone' with a !ong and 


Innocent purse'evidently fell into the 


clutches of the ambitious. Opera in 
English should shame the. Franco- 
Italian Metropolitan within- a mile 
of its very doors. Instead, opera in 
English seems onco more insepar- 
able from futile folly.

motor-trucks, automobiles, and boats, 
and will work on farms or In factories.

...volatile. What does "volatile" mean?/ 
•Well, you know that water In an open 
.•dish will dry Up after a while, because 
It slowly changes into an Invisible gas 
and disappears. Gasoline does the same 


.thing, but It vaporizes much faster than 


water, and that Is what we mean when 
we say that It very volatile. Gasoline- 


together whllOjCleanlng them, the count- 
less opportunities for gasoline vapor to 
Ignite and explode become apparent. 


A, Dangerous Giant 


Smothering Burnina* 
.Gasoline 
vapor Is extremely dangerous; It Is not 
disseminated In the atmc-sphere 
but 


sinks slowly to the ground. Sometime^ 
it will settle to the floor of a room and 
flow along like the water of. a stream, 
filling every, holo and cranny that It 
can find and remaining there perhaps 
for days. In changing Into vapor, gaso- 
line expands so enormously that 
ono 


gallon will produce eight thousand cubic • 
feet of gas, which means that a tank 
twenty feet square Would be required 
to hold it. When this gas Is mixed with 
air, it becomes an explosive much more 
powerful than dynamite and much more 
easy to set on fife.. Perhaps, you have 
sepc mcri engaged in blasting arid have 
nollced how the small yellow stlpks will 
tear solid rock to pieces. Who':would 
be foolish enough to leave dynamite 
lying around? Tet.lt would take eighty- 
three pounds to do as milch damage as 
the vapor from one gallon of gasoline, 
and people often 
handle 
I gasoline 
as 


carelessly as though it could do no harm. 
That is why there are so many terrlblo 
accidents from Its use. 


The Spreading Fumes 


Take, for example, the matter of 


cleaning..--It may seem a. great con- 
venience that we can so easily clean our 
gloves and clothes with gasoline, but 
it is an .extremely dangerous practice 
and one Which has.caused great loss of 
life-and property. 
The funies of the 


gasoline spread out In all directions, 
and If they come In contact 
with a 


lighted cigar, 
a. burning 
gas-jet, 
a 


glowing coal in the fireplace, or even the 
mearest spark, an explosion Instantly 
takes place with a resulting flash of 
flame which sets fire to whatever In^- 
flammabla matter It touches. When we 
realize that a nail in one's shoo striking 
against a metallic object may produce 
a spark, and that sparks may even bo 
caused by the friction of rubbing gloves

Then when we remember that five cents' 
worth of gasoHrio is sufficient to blow 
up an ordinary, house, wo can under- 
stand the necessity of keeping the gaso- 
line genie tightly coVked In his bottle.

were carried outside a building to a 
lighted lamp thirty feet away, where 
they took fire and flashed back to tho 
building, fvhlch was entirely! destroyed. 
In'ariother, the mere opening of a door 
between the room where gasoline was 
being used to clean gloves and a. room 
In which there was a 
lighted lamp 


caused a' destructive 
explosion.

Gasoline must never be allowed to re- 


main in an open vessel or In any can or 
bottle that Is not tightly corked. It 
should never be poured down a sink, be- 
causa the fumes may pass through tho 
sewer arid come up In some other house. 
Do not Use gasoline at all In a. room 
-which has a light; in fact, all cleaning 
by gasoline—dangerous In any circum- 
stance—should be done by daylight and 
out of doors. • It Is still hotter to uso 
some cleaning fluid which will not take 
fire. Such safe'preparations can be 
bought at any drug store. 


Never keep gasoline or benzine In a 


Gasoline Cans Must Be

glass bottle; for, if the bottle be dropped 
it is liable to break.and lot the liquid 
escape. In many states, the law pro- 
vides that any 
receptacle containing 


gasoline for the retail trade must be 
bright red In color, with the word "Gaso- 
line" Jn a different color. 


There la one precaution against gaso- 


line fires which always should be taken. 
When an automobile stops at a garage 
and takes on several gallons of "gas," 
as It is often called, there' Is always a 
slight smell of gasoline In the air; this 
means that, despite every care, thera 
has boen a slight leakage somewhere..

where he can do us no harm. 


Safety Rules for Gasoline 
1. Always remember that you must 


. take no chances with gasoline; It is ono 
of thejnost dangerous materials in com- 
mon use. . • .

fastened cans; never in glass bottles. 


3. It should nev,er be uncovered within 


the houso, nor at any point where its

After performing the duties of citi- 


zenship for thirty-one years under 
tho mistaken belief that ho was a 
citizen, Wesley Adams, 561 Mont- 
clalr avenue, discovered the truth 
and lias made application under the 
remedial act of Congress. 
During 


that 
timo Adams has voted and 
served on election boards and on 
juries. 


Adams states in an affidavit ac- 


companying his application that his 
father, the Rev. Joseph Adams, for- 
merly a Congregational minister at 
Orovllle, 
told 
him tha.t: he (tha 
father) had made a declaration of 
his intention to become a citizen, and 
that such declaration automatically 
•made the son a cUlzen upon his at- 
taining, hla majo'fity.

that statement, Adams says that 
when he becamYi Si he assumed the 
status of a citizen, acting accord- 
ingly until recently.

This act provides 
that when HUch a condition arises 
and the person has assumed citizen- 
ship in good faith, believing that he 
was so entitled', he need not make 
a preliminary -declartion of Inten- 
tion, but may apply finally for citi- 
zenship, which application may be 
forlhwith acted upon.

Mrs. Edward Stewart, 


Now in Berkeley, 


Tells Story 


BERKELEY. Nov. 23. — Bringing 


with h«r tales that rival the horrors 
of Belgium and the suffering of France, 
Mrs. Edward Stewart, who has too dis- 
tinction of having been the only wo- 
man «ent Into Serbia with the Ameri- 
can Red Cross sanitation commission, 
has Just arrived In 3ierkel«y to re- 
main with her husband. Captain Stew- 
art, U. S. A,, advances into Serbia 
a.3 the only American with the Serbian 
army. 
. 
For' more than a year, Mrs. Stewart 
shared bardships with her husband-in 
battling disease and hunger among the 
Serbs. .When the Red Cross sanitation 
commission organized to light typhus 
among the Serbian troops was sent to 
the vicinity of Nish on Its errand or 
mercy, Mrs. Stewart went with it as 
the only feminine member of a party o£ 
twelve. When Austrians swept Serbia, 
she retreatod with the Serbian army, 
sharing Ijardohlps with the men in-the 
precipitous, mountain country, sleeping 
In open fields, In huta, jails, dugouts or 
wherever nlghf overtook them. 
With HB typhus 
labors

ended 
the commission was ready to 
leave Serbia .when appealed to by the 
Serbians to help In feeding their starv- 
ing people.

Finally, after days of 
delay while thousands of Serbians were 
starving" to death, they allowed the 
commission to begin Its work but only 
under Austrian guard. 
I was sent to 
Rumania, where I had charge, of purch- 
asing supplies which were to feed the

relations with Austria, they decided 1 
would He safer under observation, and 
I was ordered to Belgrade, where the 
center of distribution was maintained 
by the American -relief commission."

HalJroads conducted at a loss are not 


going to be necessary in many districts 
of America now that the motor truck 
has taken up its work of carrying the 
products of the country ot th-e cities, 
and of delivering tho products from 
the dry to the country residents. Rail- 
roads became necessary when the old- 
time stage became too slow, and the 
motor truck, by taking tho place of 
the horse-drawn stage, is rapidly do- 
Ing away with the need for ^-aJlroads.

In .warmer weath- 
er the water in^the form of steam may- 
be blown out of the breather; but when 
the craak case Is being played upon by 
a cold breeze the steam, condenses Into 
water rwhlch contaminates the oil The 
remedy lies, of course. In more fre- 
quent changes of oil. The lubricant 
should bo drawn off onco in four, weeks J 
and filtered. It happens, too, that this! 
condition Increases in seriousness with j 
the number of cylinders. In some eight | 
and twelve cylinder engines as much i 
as a pint of water will.be found in the 
lubricating-,oil at times.
